Applicants thank the Examiner for allowing the 
application. 

In response to the Reasons for Allowance, applicants 
note that GRENDOL 4,541,534 does not disclose a sheath provided 
with intrinsic and both-way heat transfer means as recited in 
claim 13. Elements 54 and 55 noted in the Official Action as the 
sheath within which two dies slide do not contain intrinsic heat 
transfer means. Rather, GRENDOL teaches heating rods 46 which 
are disposed in blocks 41, 42. These blocks 41, 42 are not the 
sheath within which the dies slide.
